HOETTL complained to the interrogator that the cell 
in which he had been confined was uninhabitable and that ho had in offoct beer, 
submitted to torture » He stated that or. the previous night ho had had a heart attack 
nnd that he had been afraid that he would die and that fds attempts to get assistance 
by beating cr. the door had brought no response from Uis Jailers* The interrogator 
stated that so a matter of fact HOKTTL was probably in ioo.ro healthy circumstcrcss 
than lie would be if ho were out exercising on the streets. Although tha room v/as 
somewhat cooler than those in which ha would r.orually live, he was still able to rest 
’.s much as h- wished and this rest could hardly bo said to injure his heart* The 
interrogator added that if KOETTL should die suddenly curing tbs night while in con- 
finement it would present ho particular problem since disposal of a cold body is not 
Kuoh more difficult than disposal of a warm one, Tho interrogator addod that ho had 
::o par trie 'liar wish that HOSTTL should die*

The interrogator permitted HOETTL to expatiate at sufficient length t:i 
determine that HOETTL doee not in fact know very much about SANITZISR, either in the 
present or in the past, It is noteworthy that in a written memorandum which HCSTTL 
hod prepared 01 his typewriter before the interrogation containing the same proposal, 
h?uas unable to spell SAkITZER ' s name correctly-. (He spelled it SA[i”HZ£R)* The 
interrogator then told HOETTL that he obviously, did not know very much cbout the 
. ccae and would not be qualified to operate in such a capacity, oven if v;c '.rare to 
change our entire orientation and decide that ho could be trusted with such an assignment.. 

b) Double Agent Proposal . HOcTTL then sieges ted that he might be employed 
to establish' contact, with too Soviet intelligence office which had operated VrStQiiii 
arid PONGIIU W.ien tha interrogator asked whether HOETTL really believed that after 
having been a.rrosteci and interrogated by the Americans ho would bo accepted by 
Soviet intelligence in Vienna as a reliable person, HOETTL explained that he did not 
i '.t.nnci himself to travel to Vienna or v> establish direct contact but that ho thought
